ANKARA, Turkey iAP> — A 
Warren. Mich, tourist was shot 
dead early Sunday when he sto|> 
ped his car on a lonely stretch 
of mountain road in west Tur- 
key. 


The American consulate in Iz- 
niir identified the victim

Kenneth 
Lee Overby. 32. who 
was killed by a single bullet in 
the chost.

Poppies i-eceived here for dis- 
ti’ibution have been handmade 
by disabled veterans in VA 
Hospitals in Michigan. 


From 1914 until 1918 the 
battlefields of Europe w^ere 
trampled by the boots of mil­ 
lions of fighting men. From 1917 
until 1918 American troops were 
part of the allied forces which 
fought to bring peace to Europe, 
and liberty to its subjugated 
peoples. 


This is why the poppy is a 
tribute, both to the dead, and 
living American servicemen. 


Nationwide 
distribution 
of 
Memoi'ial Poppies w-as begun by 
the American Legion Auxiliary 
in 1921. Silk poppies made in 
France by French widows and 
orphans were among the first 
to be used. However, the first 
American popples were produc­ 
ed by veterans in Minnesota, in 
1922. The work has expanded 
until poppies are now made in 
90 hospitals and disabled vet- 
eian’s wox’k shops in 40 differ­ 
ent states. 


The Poppy Program begins 
each year in the summer and 
faU when disabled veterans 
start making flowers in govern­ 
ment hospitals and special con­ 
valescent workshops maintain­ 
ed by the Auxiliary. Making 
poppies aids the veterans both 
financially and psychologically. 


They are paid for the work 
they do i-egardle» of any gov­ 
ernment 
compensation 
they 
might be receiving, and the job 
itself is a relief from long hours 
spent in a hospital ward, as 
well as an opportunity, for 
many, to earn money. 


ing further information on this 
project may contact Council 
members of their Credit Unions 
listed above.

Crude oil soon began pouring over the beaches 
and bays of St. Petersburg. Without warning, 
St. Petersburg was confronted with the same 
sort of problem that beseiged Santa Barbara a 
year before, except that tlie oil that blackened 
tlie California coast came from a flaw in an oil 
pumping operation in the Pacific Ocean. 


St. Petersburg residents were i?'censed by 
the sight of black crude oil despoiling their 
W'hite breaches. They were crushed by the sight 
of thousands of water birds encased in coats of 
greasy oil that could bring a cruelly slow death. 
As citizens have done in similar situations 
fn England following the grounding of an oil 
ta^'ker and in Snnta Barbara, the people of St. 
Petersburg tools matters into their own hands 
and attacked pollution at the grass roots level. 


When it was over, the citizens of St. Peters­ 
burg were so proud of t h e i r personal fight 
against pollution and so concemed about the 
apathy that allowed the situation to develop in 
the first place that they took out a full page 
advertisement in the New York Times to tell 
their story. 


*‘Bird watchers became bird washers as 
Audubon Society leaders. Boy Scouts, city coun- 
cilmen. Coast Guardsmen, students, retirees, 
housewives, grade schoolers, newspapers, radio 
and TV stations, city emnloyes and visiting tour­ 
ists swung into action,” the advertisement state- 
ed. Hundreds of persons, young and old. worked 
together to massRge the deadly sludge of^ ducks, 
gulls, loons, pelicans, cormorants an d other 
water and shore birds. They used salad oil and 
detergent donated in large quantities by local 
merchants to “degrease” thousands of birds. 


Other volunteers contributed countless man 
hours to clean un beaches. Private citizens and 
municipal employes spread straw on the beach­ 
es to help soak un the oil. Later, the volunteers 
raked up the oil-soaked straw and sand, 


**A curious tourist looking for traces of the 
near disaster on the benches today would be 
hard-nressed to find clues” of the near-disaster, 
the advertisement read. 


Sponsors of the advertisement may have 
had an ulterior motive in wanting to tell the 
public in the north in a subtle way that St. Pet- 
ersburg'is still a fine vacationing area ^yith clean 
beaches, but their warning only can be inteiT)i*et- 
ed as a public sei*vice. 


“It hurts US that so many birds had to suf­ 
fer and die to onen our eyes,” the message stat­ 
ed. “But the pitiful picture of w^ater fo\vl dying 
in the very same waters that they had fished so 
peacefully .fust the day before brought us face- 
to-face for the first time with the full meaning 
of pollution . . . showed us h o w very quickly 
man’s carelessness can change all the natural 
beauty we take so very much for granted.” 
There is something here for those who live 
along the shores of the Great Lakes to ponder, 
where beaches have been defiled with litter cast 
off from boats or left behind by thoughtless 
persons ashore. This has been a chronic prob­ 
lem that some peonle have accepted as a matter 
of course, although it shouldn't be. (The “be­ 
fore” picture” taken by Rose Neubauer, an Esca­ 
naba Area high school student, along the Esca­ 
naba River and published in Monday’s Daily 
Press is an example.) 


Tf an oil tanker went agi*ound in Little Bay 
de Noc or Green Bay or anywhere in the Great 
Jjakes and ravaged birds and beaches, the ur­ 
gency of combating pollution would be driven 
home forcefully. 


As the citizens of St. Petersburg put it: 
“It’s so easy to let things we value most 
die step by gradual step. We had our d.ving ducks 
and threatened beaches to wake us up. And 
you?”

Heart Attack At The Wheel 


THple trouble may befall the person who 
suffers a heart attack while driving his car. His 
woes may include not only the heart attack it­ 
self, not only the accident that might follow, 
))ut even legal liability for any injuries he hap­ 
pens to inflict upon somebody else. 


When will the law impose liability on such 
a person? Generally speaking, when he had rea­ 
son to foi*e.see the likelihood of a heart attack 
(or some other sudden disability). Anyone who 
takes the wlieel under these cii*cumstances Is 
committing an affirmative act of negligence. 


For example: 
A man went for a drive, even though he 
had a severe, chronic cardiac condition. Tie did 
suffer a heart attack, did collide with another 
car, and did cause injury to the other driver. 
And, in due course, a court held him responsible 
for the injury. Reason: he should have avoided 
the accident by not di-iving in the first place. 


On the other hand, courts usually say that 
a first-time disability, coming “out of the blue,” 
is not gi’ounds for liability. 


Tims, in another case, a court refused to 
impose liability for an accident on a driver who 
had blacked out for the 
st time in his life, 
(^ e court even classified as unavoidable an ac­ 
cident caused by a sneeze, wlien the man didn’t 
have the slightest warning that the sneeze was 
coming. 


In one unusual case, a man headed down a 
steep hill in spite of the fact that lie knew his 
brakes w^ere in bad condition. When the car be­ 
g a n to W)ll out of control, he became so frighten* 
0d that he fainted. 


Did his sudden fainting excuse him from 
responsibility for the collision that took plac« 
at the bottom of the hill? 


No, ruled a court, holding him liable. The 
court pointed out that while the man could not 
be Warned for fainting, he could indeed be 
blamed for starting downhill with bad brakes. 
It was that original act of negligence, said the 
judga# t ^ t 4| t the itajre for diaaatar.

James E. Allen Jr. has been 
talking

“Right

Read” program, and wants to 
see some $50 million a year 
provided to establish a net­ 
work 
of child 
development 
projects to get it off the ground 
in pre-school and kindergarten 
years. The good commissioner 
holds no brief for any specific 
type of reading instruction. He 
wants more research, more de­ 
velopment, more experimenta­ 
tion, 
“more demonstration of 
new programs and things of 
that sort.” 


Well, 
$50 million a year 
might be useful to educators, 
but one wonders where the 
good commissioner has been 
during the last thirty years. 
Doesn’t he know that there has 
been an endless amount of 
“experimentation” 
and 
“new 
programs,” all of which point 
to one conclusion: 
That the 
case for “phonics” in reading 
instruction has been proved 
over and over again? 


Here we have a notice, sent 
out by Watson Washbui*n, the 
old tennis star, that his Read­ 
ing 
Reform 
Foundation 
is 
•bout to hold its ninth annual 
conference this June. 
It will 
be at the Los Angeles Hilton, 
and I’m sure that Commission­ 
er Allen would be welcome. 
Of course, he would have to 
be prepared to listen to the 
Reading Reform attack on the 
old methods of teaching Eng­ 
lish as if it were a picture lan­ 
guage, like Chinese or hiero­ 
glyphic Egyptian. 
This might 
force Mr. Allen to question cer­ 
tain vested interests that still 
champion the “look-say” read­ 
ing techniques which demand 
that students learn to recog­ 
nize every w^ord in the lan­ 
guage on sight, instead of mas­ 
tering the twenty-six letters of 
the alphabet and some 150 
basic sounds.

Brooklyn and the Bronx have 
done well with Project Read. 
So well, in fact, that the Be­ 
havioral Research Laboratories 
are willing to guarantee the re­ 
turn of any school district's 
payment for any child who 
does not gain one year after 
studying for a year in the pro­ 
gram. 


What is of particular inter­ 
est to a tax-conscious nation is 
the BBL claim that the cost of 
its structured system comes to 
$20 per child, 
including that 
part of the money for teacher 


training. 
In the New York 
City school system there aro 
some 100,000 kindergarten stu­ 
dents. It would take $2 million 
to bring the New York City 
students to first-grade reading 
readiness if Project Read is 
everything that the San Fran­ 
cisco school system claims for 
it. It so happens that the New 
York City system now em­ 
ploys more than six hundred 
remedial reading teachers who 
are called into action at later 
grade level because of the fail­ 
ure to teach good English usage 
from the very beginning. The 
average salary of a remedial 
instructor is $14,000. Six hun­ 
dred times $14,000 is a whop­ 
ping $8.4 million. 
If the ex­ 
penditure of $2 million on • 
kindergarten 
project 
could 
eliminate even half of $8.4 mil­ 
lion from the remedial reading 
budget, it would be money well 
spent. 


Think it over, Commissioner 
Allen. We’ve had thirty years 
of 
educational 
research 
on 
reading 
instruction 
methods. 
We don’t need any more “ex­ 
perimentation.” What we need 
is phonics, phonics, phonics, 
from kindergarten through the 
second grade. 
This is every 
child’s birthright, and it does 
not require extra millions to 
put it over.

And You? 


Several months ago, Friday, Feb. 13, to be 
exact, an oil tanker went aground in Tampa Bay. 
Crude oil soon began pouring over tile beaches 
and bays of St. Petersburg. Without warning, 
St. Petersburg was confronted with tile same 
sort of problem that beseiged Santa Barbara a 
year before, except that the oil that blackened 
the California coast came from a flaw in an oil 
pumping operation in the Pacific Ocean. 
St. Petersburg residents were incensed by 
the sight of black crude oil despoiling their 
white beaches. They were crushed by the sight 
of thousands of water birds encased in coats of 
grease oil that could bring a cruelly slow death. 
As citizens have done in similar situations 
in England following the grounding of an oil 
tacker and in Santa Barbara, the people of St. 
Petersburg took matters into their own hands 
and attacked pollution at the grass roots level. 


When it was over, the citizens of St. Peters­ 
burg were so proud of t h e i r personal fight 
against pollution and so concerned alxwt the 
apathy that allowed the situation to develop in 
the first place that they took out a full page 
advertisement in the New York Times to tell 
their story. 
“Bird watchers became bird washers as 
Audubon Society leaders, Boy Scouts, city coun­ 
cilmen. Coast Guardsmen, students, retirees, 
housewives, grade schoolers, newspapers, radio 
and TV stations, city employes and visiting tour­ 
ists swung into action,” the advertisement state- 
ed. Hundreds of persons, young and old. worked 
together to massage the deadly sludge off clucks, 
gulls, loons, pelicans, cormorants a n d other 
water and shore birds. They used salad oil and 
detergent donated in large quantities by local 
merchants to “degrease” thousands of birds. 
Other volunteers contributed countless man 
hours to clean un beaches. Private citizens and 
municipal employes spread straw' on the beach­ 
es to help soak un the oil. T^ter, the volunteers 
raked u p the oil-soaked straw' and sand. 
“A curious tourist looking for traces of the 
near disaster on the beaches today would be 
hard-pressed to find clues'’ of the near-disaster, 
the advertisement read. 


Sponsors of the advertisement may have 
had an ulterior motive in wanting to tell the 
public in the north in a subtle way that St. Pet­ 
ersburgh still a fine vacationing area with clean 
beaches, but their warning only can he interpret- 
ed as a public sendee. 
“It hurts us that so manv birds had to suf­ 
fer and die to open our eyes,” the message stat­ 
ed. “But the pitiful picture of w'ater fowl dying 
in the very same waters that they had fished so 
peacefully just the dav before brought us face- 
to-face for the first time with the full meaning 
of pollution . . . showed us h o w very quickly 
man’s carelessness can change all the natural 
beauty we take so very much for granted.” 
There is something here for those who live 
along the shores of the Great [jakes to ponder, 
where beaches have been defiled w ith litter cast 
off from boats or left behind by thoughtless 
persons ashore. This has been a chronic prob­ 
lem that some people have accepted as a matter 
of course, although it shouldn’t be. (The “be­ 
fore” picture” taken by Rose Neubauer, an Esca­ 
naba Area high school student, along the Esca­ 
naba River and published in Monday’s Daily 
Press is an example.) 
Tf an oil tanker went aground in Little Bay 
de Noc or Green Bay or anywhere in the Great 
Lakes and ravaged birds and beaches, the ur­ 
gency of combating pollution w’ould be driven 
home forcefully. 
As the citizens of St. Petersburg put it: 
“It’s so easy to let things we value most 
die step by gradual step. We had our dying ducks 
and threatened beaches to w’ake us up. And 
you?”

Heart Attack At The Wheel 
Triple trouble may befall the person who 
suffers a heart attack while driving his car. His 
woes may include not only the heart attack it­ 
self. not only the accident that might follow', 
but even legal liability for any injuries he hap­ 
pens to inflict upon somebody else. 
When will the law impose liability on such 
a person? Generally speaking, when he had rea­ 
son to foresee the likelihood of a heart attack 
(or some other sudden disability). Anyone who 
takes the wheel under these circumstances is 
committing an affirmative act of negligence. 
For example: 
A man went for a drive, even though lie 
had a severe, chronic cardiac condition. He did 
suffer a heart attack, did collide with another 
car, and did cause injury to the other driver. 
And. in due course, a court held him responsible 
for the injury. Reason: he should have avoided 
the accident by not driving in the first place. 
On the other hand, courts usually say that 
a first-time disability, coming “out of the blue,” 
is not grounds for liability. 
Thus, in another case, a court refused to 
impose liability for an accident on a driver who 
had blacked out for the 
-st time in his life. 
One court even classified as unavoidable an ac­ 
cident caused by a sneeze, when the man didn’t 
have the slightest warning that the sneeze was 
coming. 
In one unusual case, a man headed down a 
steep hill in spite of the fact that he knew' his 
brakes were in bad condition. W hen the car be­ 
gan to roll out of control, he became so frighten­ 
ed that he fainted. 
Did h is sudden fainting excuse him from 
responsibility for the collision that took place 
at the bottom of the hill? 
No, ruled a court, holding him liable. The 
court pointed out that while the man could not 
be blamed for fainting, he could indeed be 
blamed for starting downhill with had brakes. 
It was that original act of negligence, said the 
judge, that s£t the stage for disaster.

Sabotage Easy 


The ease with which such sab­ 
otage can be accomplished is 
making EDP managers increas­ 
ingly concerned with the securi­ 
ty of their computer operationc, 
whose success or failure can 
mean the same thing for the en- 
the company.

$1 Million Stolen 
By ingeniously rigging a com­ 
puter, five men stole more than 
$1 million from two New York 
banks. In another case, a pro­

overdrafts.

cashed checks freely. 


The possibility . of power fail­ 
ures in wide areas of the nation 
tliis summer could cause dam­ 
age not only to the machinery of 
computers but to the records 
stored in them, despite the 
growing use of backup power. 


Managers Concerned 
Such threats of absolute chaos 
to a company’s operations are 
causing some EIDP managers to 
be concerned enough to provide 
duplicate storage facilities in 
their own homes, where they 
feel they can personally keep an 
eye on them. 


These measures do not, how- 
¡ever, resolve the problem of 
computer protection in a society

dupes can be rushed into serv­

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Keeping Kennedy Assassin 
Alive Big Chore For Jailers

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (AP) 
— Sirhan Bishara Sirhan, sur­ 
rounded in steelbound isolation 
by his books and magazines, 
and the other clutter of life in a 
tinj' cubicle, nears his first anni­ 
versary on San Quentin’s death 
row. 


Adjusts Well 


“ He's adjusted pretty well,”

Sentenced to die in the Cali­ 
fornia gas chamber for the June 
1968 assassination in a Los An­ 
geles hotel, the 26-year-old Sir- 
han was sent to San Quentin 
May 23, 1969, to await his fate. 


Standing between Sirhan and 
death is an automatic State Su­ 
preme Court review of some 100 
volumes of his trial.

execution in California was on 
April 2, 1967. 


Through it all, Sirhan has re­ 
mained at “home” in Cell 33, 
South Side Condemned Unit 1, 
an area where the only hint of 
the woi'ld outside is an opening 
high above his cell, admitting a 
foot-square view of the sky. 


The biggest problem facing 
his jailei's remains keeping tlie 
105-pound prisoner alive.

Those words belong to major 
league baseball. 


And, in tihose two sentences, 
are wrapped up the cenkal is­ 
sue of the rourt battle that be­ 
gan today 
in Federal Court, 
where Flood has brought a suit 
challenging 
baseball’s 
contro- 
veriiial reserve clause. 


The case, in w'hich Flood and 
his attorneys will attempt to 
prove that baseball is a monopo­ 
ly oijerating in restraint of tra:iie 
and therefore in violation of an- 
biitrust statutes, is expected to 
have far-reaohing ramdfica^tiions. 


It threatens one of the four 
foundation blocks of organized 
baseball—the 
reserve 
clause, 
wthidi is actually a set of ru^.es 
that bind a player to the team 
that signs him untcl he is trad­ 
ed. .sold or releas'cd with or 
without his knowledge and-or 
approval. 


It is baseball’s contention, as 
in tlie word's above from a joint 
statement issued by the two 
l e a g u e 
presidents—Charles 
"Chub” Fenney of the Nadoaial 
and Joe Cronin of tlie American 
—that chaotic conditions would 
resulit without tiiie reserve sys­ 
tem. 


And, 
w'h*ile 
Ccmmiis»ioner 
Bowie Kuhn, has ref’ised to 
comment on the case, one base­ 
ball 
official 
said 
pointedly: 


"Baseball will fight this case to 
the end. TDiere wdll be no com­ 
promise. We welcome the oi> 
portunity to prove the game’s 
iegal'ity in the courts.” 


Flood contends that the re­ 
serve system is restid'ctive amd 
that he or amy traded player can 
be likened, in former Justice 
Arthur Goldberg’s wordis. to "a 
high-priced 
slave.” 
Goldberg, 
an attorney fc.r F'iood. has con­ 
tended that baseball could oper­ 
ate successfuilly with the re­ 
serve clause modified'. 


"Foo'tbail operates under anti- 
U’ust laws,’" said Goldberg in a 
pre-trial hearing, "and seems to 
be doing pretty welH.”

Professor Reports 
Rare Fossil Find 


EAST LANSING (AF) - A ge­ 
ology professor >ays fossils have 
been found of a 2 '2-inch crea- 
<ture, which appears to be the 
missing link in tJie evolutiionary 
development of animals with 
backbones. 


“We have tlie most interesting 
animal that »has been found in 
m y liifetime.” said Dr. Harold 
W. Scott, chairman of Michigan 
'State University’s geology 
de- ! 
partment. 
| 


Scott said it appears the crea­ 
ture, with the Latin name L.o- ; 
chriea welJsemsis. was a direct | 
ancestor of primitive fish. 
In I 
turn, fish are believed by sci-1 
entists to be the ancestors of ' 
all vertebrates (creatures wnth 
backbo>nes), including man. 


But. he cautioned that studies 
still must be completed before 
clatssifying its definile role in 
•volution. 


Scott sadd the first known fos- 
ai'ls of the creature were found 
last summer in central Mon-1 
tana by William Melton, curator ! 
of the geology museum at the j 
University of Montana. 


Melton sent the fossils 
to 
Scott. Both men are now analyz- 
m e them. 


The 
creature 
re.sembles 
a 
minnow, has a thin skin with 
nctlike markings, a primative 
digestive system ‘to sitirain out 
plankton and a 
rudimentary 
"stiffening rod” he has termed 
• notostyle. 


The evidence of a notostyle 
eonsfisted of a s-Iightly rigid rod 
in the front third of tihe body. 
Scott termed ilt a notostyle to 
differentiate it from a noto- 
fthord found on other later cre­ 
atures. The notochord is con­ 
sidered the predece.ssor o*f 
a 
backbone. 


The rod is not as rigid nor as 
long as a notochord'. 


It has about 50 per cent fish 
Jike characteriii.ics, buiL is not a 
fish. 


Scott said it appears to be the 
first known creature that was 
able to propel i1i;elf other than 
by wiggling or crawling 
like 
worms and ether simpler forms 
of life. It used a tail fin 
to 
»v.^im. 


In addiition. it was headle.-s 
but had an oral opening at an 
end, where food was ingested. 
It lacked the sjjecialized fea­ 
tures of a mouth and had no 
eyoy.

He said that tliie conodonts 
are liow established to be parts 
of tihe Lochriea’s digestive sys­ 
tem. 


The professor 'has proposed 
that a whole new claissificatioai 
called a phylum be created and 
called Conod ontochordata. The 
phylum Chordata is for all ani­ 
mals with backbones. 


DNR Aides Say 
Migrating Birds 
Victims Of Storm 


LUDINGTON iAP>—Michigan 


Natural Resources Department 
officials speculate that the thou­ 
sands of birds, whose bodies are 
washing up on Lake Michigan 
beaches, died because of a mid 
April snow storm. 


Officials said that heavy winds 
also may have caught flocks of 
migrating birds and drove them 
off course. 


“They probably just ran out 
of gas. drowned and aie being 
washed ashore now,” said Ed­ 
ward J. MikuJa, a waterfowl 
management expert in the de­ 
partment’s game division. 


Mikula said the birds have 
been reported washing ashore 
for the last two or three weeks. 
Officials said “sizable samples” 
were sent to the Rose Lake 
Wildlife Research Center for 
analysis. 


The bodies have been appear 
ing along a 150-mile sti'etch of 
Lake Michigan’s shore. 


Adding 
a 
pu/zle 
to their 
deaths, however, was Fred Ig 
natoski. 
a 
department 
game 
biologist, 
who said “I have 
found some biids which were 
not dead, but they could not fly 
A short time later they died.” 


He said .some dead birds were 
found about a mile inland, not­ 
ing it baffled him how they got 
there.

An d You? 


Several month s ago, Friday, Feb. IS, to be 
exact, an oil tanker went aground in Tampn Hay. 
Crude oil soon began pouring over th e beach es 
and bays of St. Petersburg. With out warning, 
St. Petersburg was confronted with th e same 
sort of problem th at beseiged Santa F>arbara a 
year before, except th at th e oil th at blackened 
tlie California coast came from a flaw in an oil 
pumping operation in th e Pacific Ocean. 
St. Petersburg residents were incensed by 
th e sigh t of black crude oil despoiling th eir 
wh ite beach es. Th ey were crush ed by th e sigh t 
of th ousands of \\atei‘ birds encased in coats of 
greasv oil th at could bring a cruelly slow death . 
As citizens h a.ve done in similar situations 
in England foUowing (h e gi’ounding of an oil 
tanker and in Santa Barbara, th e people of St. 
Petersburg took matters into th eir own h ands 
and attacked pollution at th e grass roots level. 


Wh en if was over, th e citizens of St. Peters­ 
burg were so proud of 
t h e i r personal figh t 
against pollution and so concerned al>out th e 
apath v th at allowed th e situation to develop in 
th e first place th at th ey took out a full page 
advertisement in th e New York Times to tell 
th eir story. 
“Bird watch ers became bird wash ers as 
Audubon Society leaders. Hoy Scouts, city coun- 
cilmen. Coast Guardsmen, students, retirees, 
h ousewives, grade sch oolers, newspapers, radio 
and TV stations, city emnloyes and visiting tour­ 
ists swung into action,” th e advertisement state- 
ed. Hundreds of persons, young and old. worked 
togeth er to massage th e deadly sludge off duch s, 
gulls, loons, pelicans, comiorants a nd oth er 
water and sh ore birds. Th ey used salad oil and 
detergent donated in large q uantities by local 
merch ants to “degrease” th ousands of birds. 
Oth er volunteers contributed countless man 
h ours to clean un beach es. Private citizens and 
municipal emnloyes spread straw on th e beach ­ 
es to h elp soak un th e oil. Later, th e volunteers 
raked up th e oil-soaked straw and sand. 
“A curious tourist looking for traces of th e 
near disaster on th e beach es today would be 
h ard-nressed to find clues” of th e near-disaster, 
th e advertisement read. 


Spo nso rs o f the a dv ertisement 
ma^ h ave 
h ad an ulterior motive in wanting to tell th e 
public in th e north in a subtle way th at St. Pet- 
ersburg'is still a fine vacationing area with clean 
beach es, but th eir warning only can be intei-pret- 
ed a s a public seiwice. 
“It h urts us th at so manv birds h ad to suf­ 
fer and die to onen our eyes,” th e message stat­ 
ed. “Rut th e pitiful picture of water fowl dying 
in th e very same waters th at th ey h ad fish ed so 
peacefullv fust th e dav before brough t us face- 
to-face for th e first time with th e full meaning 
of pollution . . . sh owed us h o w very q uickly 
man’s carelessness can ch ange all th e natural 
beauty we take so very much for granted.” 
Th ere is someth ing h ere for th ose wh o live 
along th e sh ores of th e Great T^akes to ponder, 
wh ere beach es h ave been defiled with litter cast 
off from boats or left beh ind by th ough tless 
persons ash ore. Th is h as been a ch ronic prob­ 
lem th at some people h ave accepted as a matter 
of course, alth ough it .sh ouldn’t be. (Th e “be­ 
fore” picture” taken by Hose Neubauer, an Esca­ 
naba Area h igh sch ool student, along th e Esca­ 
naba River and publish ed in Monday’s Daily 
Press is an example.) 
If an oil tanker went aground in Little Bay 
de Noc or Green Bay or anywh ere in th e Great 
T>akes and ravaged birds and beach es, th e ur­ 
gency of combating pollution would be driven 
h ome forcefully. 
As th e citizens of St. Petersburg put it: 
“It’s so easy to let th ings we value most 
die step by gradual step. We h ad our dying ducks 
and th reatened beach es to wake us up. And 
you?”

Heart Attack At Th e Wh eel 
Triple trouble may befall th e person wh o 
suffers a h eart attack wh ile driving h is car. His 
woes may include not only th e h eart attack it­ 
self, not only th e accident th at migh t follow, 
)>ut even legal liability for any injuries h e h ap­ 
pens to inflict upon somebody else. 
Wh en will th e law impose liability on such 
a person? Generally speaking, wh en h e h ad rea­ 
son to foresee th e likelih ood of a h eart attack 
(or some oth er sudden disability). Anyone wh o 
takes th e wh eel under th ese circumstances is 
committing an affirmative act of negligence. 
For example: 
A man went for a drive, even th ough h e 
h ad a severe, ch ronic cardiac condition. He did 
suffer a h eart attack, did collide with anoth er 
car, and did cause injury to th e oth er driver. 
And. in due course, a court h eld h im responsible 
for th e injury. Reason: h e sh ould h ave avoided 
th e accident by nof di*iving in th e first place. 
On th e oth er h and, courts usually say th at 
a first-time disalh lity, coming “out of th e blue,” 
is not gi’ounds for liability. 
Til us, in anoth er case, a coin*t refused to 
impose liability for an accident on a driver wh o 
h ad blacked out for th e f’’ -sf time in h is life. 
One court even classified as unavoidable an ac­ 
cident caused by a sneeze, wh en th e man didn’t 
h ave th e sligh test warning th at th e sneeze was 
coming. 
In one unusual case, a man h eaded down a 
steep h ill in spite of th e fact th at h e knew h is 
brakes were in bad condition. Wh en th e car be­ 
gan to roll out of control, h e became so frigh ten­ 
ed th at h e fainted. 
Did h is sudden fainting excuse h im from 
responsibility for tlie collision th at took place 
at th e bottom of th e h ill? 
No, ruled a court, h olding h im liable. Th e 
court pointed out th at wh ile th e man could not 
be Warned for fainting, h e could indeed be 
blamed for starting dowmh ill with h ad brakes. 
It was th at original act of negligence, said th e 
judge, th a t 
th e stage for disaster. 


Best Reading Aid? 
Go BackTo Phonics

to one conclusion: 
Th at th e 
case for “ph onics” in reading 
instruction 
h as 
been proved 
over and over again? 


Here we h ave a notice, sent 
out by Watson W ash butn, th e 
old tennis star, th at h is Read­ 
ing 
Reform 
Foundation 
is 
about to h old its ninth annual 
conference th is June. 
It will 
be at th e Los Angeles Hilton, 
and I’m sure th at Commission­ 
er Allen would be welcome. 
Of course, h e would h ave to 
be prepared to listen to th e 
Reading Reform attack on th e 
old meth ods of teach ing Eng­ 
lish as if it were a picture lan­ 
guage, like Ch inese or h iero­ 
glyph ic Egyptian. 
Th is migh t 
force Mr. Allen to q uestion cer­ 
tain vested interests th at still 
ch ampion th e “look-say” read­ 
ing tech niq ues wh ich demand 
th at students learn to recog­ 
nize every word in th e lan­

$20 per ch ild,

training. 
In th e New York 
City sch ool system th ere are 
some 100,000 kindergarten stu­ 
dents. It would take $2 million 
to bring th e New York City 
students to first-grade reading 
readiness if Project Read is 
everyth ing th at th e San Fran­ 
cisco sch ool system claims for 
it.

lion from th e remedial reading 
budget, it would be money well 
spent. 
Th ink it over, Commissioner 
Allen. We’ve h ad th irty years 
of 
educational 
research 
on 
reading 
instruction 
meth ods. 
We don’t need any more “ex­ 
perimentation.” Wh at we need 
is ph onics, ph onics, ph onics, 
from kindergarten th rough th e 
second grade. 
Th is is every 
ch ild’s birth righ t, and it does 
not req uire extra millions to 
put it over.

Si'ott .-aid it appear- to be the 
first known creature that was 
able to propel it-elf other than 
by wiggling or crawling

worms and other simpler forms 
of life
